The Waterside plant was the cen- 
ter of the largest picket lines, more 
than 1,000 unionists patrolling the 
huge building from morning until 
night. A large police contingent 
was on hand but no disorder was 
reported. Peaceful conditions pre- 
vailed on every job, according to re- 
ports received at union headquar- 
ters. 

EMPLOYERS SCARE 


Efforts by the employers groups 
to break the strike were seen early 
in the day when afternoon news- 
papers carried screeching headlines 
that the union had stopped impor- 
tant defense work at the New York 
Navy Yard in Brooklyn. Investiga- 
tion disclosed, however, that 175 
union electricians had walked out 
of a super-dryd construction job 
and were joined yesterday by 1,000 
other construction workers.

Protected by 20 tanks, German 
infantry was reported to have at- 
tacked a station, identified only as 
N.“ in the region where a Soviet 
armored train was operating. The 
armored train, opening fire, held 
the station until Soviet reinforee- 
ments arrived. 

The guns of the armored train 
were said to have destroyed 18 of 
the 20 German tanks While Soviet 
reinforcements “overwhelmed” the 
German infantry which fled, leav- 
ing 200 dead and wounded and 
large quantities of weapons, includ- 
ing nine machine guns, 21 sub-ma- 
chine guns and 150 rifles. 

In another Soviet counter-attack 
a Soviet force pursuing Germars 
retreating from the small town of 
“FP” cut in behind the Germans’ 
rear, broke up a “panzer” column 
with grenades and bottles of ben-

Rail Workers’ Welfare 


Vital to Defense 


„ The nation’s railroads are especially vital 
to the national defense program. And yet 
the men who man the railroads are among 
the lowest paid and most overworked of the 
nation’s workers. 

Only now—long after wage Increases 
have been won in many other key industries 
like coal, steel, auto and maritime — have 
negotiations in the railroad industry finally 
begun. 

The opening of these negotiations in Chi- 
cago comes just as company earnings for 
June and for the first six months of this year 
are being announced. They reveal that in 
1941 the companies will have one of their 
best years since 1930. Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, for example, made a net profit in June 
of $5,815,000—compared with $3,400,000 
during the same month a year ago. 

It is evident that the companies are using 
the defense program to enrich themselves— 
at a time when the emergency demands that 
wage and working conditions be improved as 
much as possible. 

Although the railroad negotiations have 
gotten under way late in the day, their con- 
clusion is nowhere in sight. The custom of 
interminable delays through the Rail Media- 
tion Act (with the workers paying for every 
day of delay!) and the conservative practices 
of the union officials require that the rank 
and file continue to raise their voices—and 
louder than ever. 


_ A Worthy Example 


Cheers rang out in Seattle, when the 
Washington State Commonwealth Federa- 
tion was urged to raise its voice for the 
freedom of Earl Browder. 

Addressing a large meeting of the Fed- 
eration, Hugh DeLacy, its president, said: 

“Any man who has demonstrated his 
opposition to Hitler and fascism is useful to 
our nation. I think the time has come for 
all of us to raise our voice for release of 
Earl Browder.” 

Every day that the great anti-fascist 
leader remains in the Atlanta penitentiary 


“serves to embolden the reactionary employ- 


ers and labor-baiters who seek to divide the 
workers and to split the anti-fascist move- 
ment with red-baiting. Labor in particular 
should take the initiative in rallying the 
people for Browder’s release. 

The Washington Federation has set an 
example which needs to be followed by every 
organization in the country that wants to 
end Hitlerism at home as well as abroad.

Soviet Vouth Responds Creatively to 
The Constructive Life About Them 


By 8. Marshak 
MOSCOW (By Mail).—One day a boy of eight or nine 
appeared at the Child Art Center carrying an enormous roll 
of paper under his arm. Set on end it would have stood half 
as high again as the youngster himself. 


He unrolled it. 


“What's that you've got there?” he was asked. 

“A Socialist City,” he replied briefly. 

The immense scroll was a patchwork of several pieces. 
The young artist had evidently drawn his many-tiered city 
in parts and then pasted them together. 

The parks, squares and underground roads and elevated 
ways had been planned with equal care and thought. 

The drawings of Soviet children, like their games, reflect 
the great work of construction and renewal going on in 


their country. 


That is quite natural. Children of all ages and all 
countries have always responded to the life going on around 


them. 


We who were born in tsarist times, at the end of the 


last century, also reflected the ways of our adults in our 


childhood play. Of political events we knew very little. True, 
the Russo-Japanese War figured in our games; but it was 
usually the doings and happenings of our own street or city 
that appealed to our young imaginations. We put out fires, 
saved drowning men, buried each other in turn, played at 
being stall-owners in the market, tracked down robbers. 
More often we were Red Indians, whom we read about 
in books, or played the traditional childish games invented 


by our distant forefathers. ®— 


We added little to the range of 
make-believe the previous genera- 
tion had left to us. 

We were so brought up as to be 
almost incapable of reacting intel- 
ligently to the big events of our 
times, of refiecting them in our 
drawings, games and sengs. 

But Soviet children are generous- 
ly endowed with this gift. 

They play at airmen flying across 
the North Pole, at frontier guards 
protecting the Soviet borders, at 
Asturian grenade-throwers. Their 
drawings and verses depict the 
building of the Moscow Metro, the 
search for the crew of the Rodina 
in the taiga, the work of the deep- 
sea divers, the celebration of revo- 
lutionary holidays on the Red 
Square in Moscow. 

When the four plucky explorers, 
Papanin, Krenkel. Shirsov and Fy- 
odorov, were drifting down from 
the North Pole on their ice-floe, two 
Moscow schoolchildren, Nick and 
Serge Bobin, expressed the emo- 
tions of thousands of Soviet young- 
sters in the following appeal to the 
“Papaninites” :

This humorous appeal was writ-

Cheerful messages 
were being received from the “North 
Pole” station almost daily. 

But their ice-floe began to break 
up.

They are convinced that creative 
labor, and nothing but creative la- 
bor, is the basis of human society; 
they look upon work as a matter 
of honor, a matter of valor and 
heroism. 

They are strong in the opinion 
that racial enmity should be ban- 
ished from earth.
